The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record does not disclose nor suggest an activity detector configured to receive the first and 
second signals, to detect for speech activity based on the first and second signals and to provide a 
control signal indicative of detect speech activity and a controller coupled to the first and second 
forming units and the activity detector and configured to receive the control signal and to enable 
the first beam forming unit to adapt during periods of speech activity and to enable the second 
beam forming unit to adapt during periods of non-speech activity. While Oh et al teach a system 
comprising an adaptive filer 26 that only adapts to periods of non-speech activity, there is no 
teaching of adapting a beam forming unit during periods of speech activity. As a result, 
independent claims 1, 20, and 27 and their dependents are allowed. 

Newly cited prior art references Janse, US Patent 5,610,991 and Kellermann, US Patent 
5,602,962 are identified because they each disclose a mobile communication device comprising a 
microphone array and noise suppression unit. However, there is no disclosure of beam forming 
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units, speech activity detectors, or controllers for controlling the beam forming units based on the 
detection of speech.
